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Reference is made to the Bureau memorandum of May 15, 19&7 
indicating the request of Patrolman Raymond jCanstock, New Orleans 
Police Department, for the return of certaiq documents, has been 
brought' to the attention of the United States Attorney, Eastern 
District of Louisiana. The United States Attorney has requested 
the assistance of the Criminal Division in resolving this matter. 

In an effort to reach the appropriate decision regarding the 
first page of the bank book in question, the Criminal Division 
would appreciate being advised whether the Bureau has any inforaa- ■ 
tlon concerning the sources of the funds shown to have been 
deposited j^nd the purposes for which the funds withdrawn were 
paid. 

In addition, we would appreciate being advised whether the 
Bureau conducted any investigation in the matter captioned above* 
in the Carlos Marcello matter, or any other investigation Which 
vas based upon any of the documents (including the first page of 
the bank book) furnished by Patrolman Comstock. 
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
